SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled 10irina.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a computer printout of a computer file onto a single sheet of A4 size 
white paper. It consists of a black and white photographic image and text. 

The computer printout explicitly depicts a pre-pubescent girl engaging in vaginal 
intercourse with an adult male. The computer printout focuses on the girl. Her breasts 
and vagina are visible. The man’s body is only partially visible although his genitalia 
are clearly visible. The girl is clearly a pre-pubescent child who presents as being 
aged around ten years old. She has an underdeveloped body and breasts and no 
pubic hair. Her young age is reinforced by the title which contains a girl’s name and 
the numeral “10”. This appears to be a reference to her age. The girl looks at the 
camera directly and smiles, giving the impression she is enjoying the activity. 

Presenting the girl in this manner gives the implicit message that children enjoy sexual 
activity with adults and helps to legitimise the notion that sexual activity between 
children and adults is acceptable. The viewer is encouraged to be sexually aroused by 
children who are implicitly presented as desirable, viable and legitimate sexual 
partners. Therefore the publication is considered to promote and support the 
exploitation of children for sexual purposes as outlined under s3(2)(a) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) and is therefore deemed 
to be objectionable. 

The publication falls under s3(2) of the FVPC Act which overrides the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision which cannot be 
given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in si4 of the 
NZBR Act. As such if the Classification Office considers that the publication promotes 
or supports criteria listed in s3(2), the publication shall be deemed “objectionable” 
without any further consideration of the NZBR Act. This limit on freedom of expression 
is prescribed by law. 
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
